NOTICE TO ALL FULTON 
COUNTY LAND OWNERS. 

This is to notify all land own- 
ers of Fulton county, that the fol- 
lowing laws must be obeyed or 
you will pay the penalty. 

LAWS 

Sec. 57. Any person who shall 
kill a tree and leave it s Landing 
witiiin a distance of fifty feet of 
any public road, or without law- 
ful authority shall wilU'ully break 
down or destroy any bench or 
log across a stream for the accom- 
modation of travelers, or destroy, 
injure or deface any guide board, 
mile stone or mile post, or ob- 
struct or injure any road or ditch 
made for the purpose of drain- 
ing a road, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction 
be fined not leas than ten dol- 
lars or more than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 72. The owner or tenant 
of lands fronting on a public 
road shall construct and keep in 
repair all approaches and drive- 
ways to and from the public road 
under the direction of the Coun- 
ty Road Engineer, and it shall be 
unlawful for such owner or ten- 
ant to fill up any ditch or place 
any material of any kind or 
character in any ditch so aa in 
any manner to obstruct or inter- 
fere with the purpose for which 
it was made. Any person bo of- 
fending shall be fined not losa 
than ten dollars or nore than fif- 
ty dollars. 

The underscored words and 
phrase mean that where a email 
branch or creek crosses the road 
and runs through the fence into 
the fields, the branch or creek 
must not be stopped up at the 
fence. 

On and after April 15, 1917, 
every owner or tenant of lands 
fronting on a public road, who 
have not complied with these 
laws will be reported to the prop- 
er authorities.

The Oliver bill which passed 
the House Saturday, creates a 
Suite Tax Commission to be com- 
posed of the State Auditor and 
two members to be appointed by 
the Governor, one from the I>em- 
•><'.ratic and' one from the Republi- 
can party. Of the two persons 
appointed the first will serve for 
a tens ending July 1918, and one 
for a term ending July 1919. The 
Commissioner therf will be ap- 
pointed for a term of four years. 

The commissioners will receive 
an annual salary of $3,600 sach 
and the auditor's salary is in- 
er.a,i<;d ."r< U0 annually. The sal- 
ary of the seccretary is $2,000 and 
there is an annual appropriation 
of $15,000 for the maintenance of 
the commission and to put the 
bill into od« ration. 

The conunision will be givan 
authority to assume the duties of 
the state board of valuation and 
assessment, the state board of e- 
<jn.il i /.at ion, the state railroad 
commission so far as the assess- 
ment of property is concerned, 
and of all other state boards or 
commissions now clothed with 
powers to make assessments. 

An important feature of the 
bill is that all assessments made 
by county assessors shall be 
made after viewing the property. 

In each congressional district 
the assessors will meet in annual 
convention to be instructed by 
the members of the state tax 
commission. 

The cost of making the tax re- 
ceits by the county clerk's to the 
sheriff's books has 
to two cents a line.

The Emperor Nicholas, of 
sia, lias abdicated and the Grand 
nuke Michael Alexandroviteh, 
hi* younger brother, has been 
named regent. This historical e- 
vent occurred last Thursday. 

The Russian ministry, charged 
with corruption ond incompe- 
tence, l»as been swept from of- 
fice. One minister, Alexander 
Prutopopoff, head of the Interior 
Department, is reported to have 
been killed and other ministers 
as well as the president of the 
imperial council are under arrest. 
A new national cabinet is an- 
nounced with Prince Lvoff, presi- 
dent of the council and premier, 
while other offices are held by 
men close to the Russian people. 

For several days Petrograd 
had been the scene of one of 
the most remarkable risings in 
history. 

Events leading to the revolu- 
tion began a week ago with the 
street demonstration of work- 
men, who quit work as a pro- 
test against the shortage of 
bread. For the first two days 
mounted patrols kept the crowds 
moving without resorting to vio- 
lence. When ordered to fire on 
the people they refused, and po- 
lice were subtituted. A battle 
occurred between them and the 
troops. 

Regiment after regiment join- 
ed the revolters and seized the 
arsenal and other strategic 
points. Until Sunday th*re had 
been no intimation that the af- 
fair would grow to the propor- 
tions of a revolution. But from 
then until Tuesday morning al- 
most continuous fighting occur- 
red, leaving the revolutionists in 
full control. The casualties prob- 
ably did not exceed 500. 

A new government is being 
organized by the people — while 
its former parasytic, molly-coddle 
head had vanished from

' ADAMS ON LAW VALID. 
R. R. STRIKE SETTLED. 

The railroad strike has been a- 
verted. 

YWakMng to tlie ap]>eal of Presi- 
:-nt V\ ilson and facing the prob- 1 
i abilit v of this coiintrv entering, 
j into the world war. ilie railroad* 
•.'ranted the demand* of the four j 
employes brotherhoods fcr the 
basic eight hour day. Th« deci- 1 
sion is regarded as a complete 
surrender to the brotherhoods 1 
brought about, however, after the 
patriotism of the railroad mana- 
gers had been put to the test. 

The President 's mediators were 
not successful in their mission 
until after more than fifty hours 
anxioiiK*Vonf"rences all of which 
pointed until a short time before 
the decision was announced to a 
deadlock. 

That the crisis resulting from 
tlie sinking of three American

law. 

Cost to the railroads of such 
teaupenry inexeass is from $40,- 
000,000 to *f>0,000,000, as estimat- 
ed by the railroads, or about $21 >.- 
000,000 as estimated by the broth- 
erhoods. Future additional co^t 
of a permanent 8-hour day scale 
was estimated by the railroads 
at $100,000,000 * annually, with 
prospective additional wage de- 
mands from 1,500,000 other em- 
ployes not benefited by the Adam 
son law. 

In due time an adjustment of 
rates may be expected which will 
taie the increased expense out 
of the pocket of old man, Public.
